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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of this application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested. 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action dated March 24, 2005. 
Appreciation is expressed to the Examiner for the allowance of claims 2-5 and 9 and 
for the indication of allowable subject matter in claims 16-19 and 23. 

By the present Amendment, rejected independent claim 15 has been 
canceled, without prejudice to the applicants' right to proceed with the subject matter 
of this or related claims by way of a continuation application. In addition, each of the 
dependent claims 16-19 and 23 has been rewritten into independent form to 
incorporate the subject matter of claim 15 to place these claims in condition for 
allowance in light of the indication of allowable subject matter in the Office Action (if 
the claims were re-written into independent form). Also, the remaining rejected 
dependent claims 20-22, and 25 have been amended to depend on newly 
independent claim 16 and, accordingly, should be allowable in light of the allowability 
of claim 16. 

With regard to claim 24, indicated in the Office Action as being rejected, 
applicants respectfully note that this claim was amended by the last amendment of 
November 24, 2004 to depend on claim 2. Inasmuch as claim 2 has been indicated 
in the Office Action as being allowed it is respectfully submitted that its dependent 
claim 24 should also be in condition for allowance. Therefore, such action is 
respectfully requested.
